Upland’s $1.2 millior 


he 97-unit Los Olivos housing project 
has become a self-contained 
community and asset to the 
neighborhood, according to Xenia Szabo, 
executive director. 

Homes, varying in size from one to five 
bedrooms, are spread over two blocks on 
Campus Avenue north of Foothill Boulevard. 

Built in 1943 as migrant labor housing, 
the units have gone through many changes, 
Szabo said. 

Part of the reason for the metamorphosis 
is the refurbishing and remodeling that has 
recently been completed on the homes and 
financed by a $1.2 million federal grant. 

“We submitted a budget with estimated 
costs and projected costs and needs 
through a five year period. We had to 
compete with a lot of other projects for the 
available money and prove a justifiable need 
and we were thrilled when we were sélected 
to receive it,’’ Szabo said. 

Szabo said the homes have been 
refurbished several times in the last 40 years 
but the last funding, issued in the 1970s, 
was only for work on the interiors. 

“This time we knew we wanted to do 
some exterior work and included it in the 
proposal,” she said. 

Probably the most dramatic change in 
the complex is the brick siding on the 
homes. : 

“Everyone asks about it,’’ Szabo said 
with a laugh, ‘‘They think we had it installed. 
It actually has always been there but it had a 
thousand coats of paint over it. Part of the 
money was used to sandblast off the years’ 
accumulated paint.” 

Cosmetic changes were done in all units, 
such as repainting, plastering, installing 
more modern light fixtures, new front doors 
and marlite in the bathrooms. 

Some of the improvements have made 
life more comfortable for Los Olivos 
residents. 

“One problem we’ve always had is the 





people who live here are often victims of 
crime. If there is a wedding or some other 
occasion, someone had to stay home to 
guard the possessions,” Szabo said. 
“Burglaries are very common in houses left 
untended. That is one of the reasons we 
included wrought iron window guards — to 
give the residents some feeling of security 
— that they can leave their home alone and 
find that their possessions are safe.” 

Szabo said the residents don’t view the 
bars in a negative way at all. ‘On the 
contrary, they are very happy that they are 
being put in. There was always an element 
of fear before because it was very easy to 
break in. This makes them feel safer.” 

Other improvements include roof- 
mounted air coolers and the installation of 
separate water heaters for each unit. In the 
past, water headers had been shared in 
many cases. 

Szabo said the project is going to be 
described in the Housing Journal, a 
publication focusing on projects in the 
nation and the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development is going to use it as a 
model for other projects. 

Since the work has been completed, 
Szabo said, motorists passing the project 
have stopped to inquire if garden apartment 
were for rent. 

“That didn’t happen that often before,” 
Szabo said. Aside from the facelift, Szabo 
said she felt part of the reason people look

and stop is because there is a lot of open 
area around the homes, more so than most 
small homes. 

“We have a lot of green space — to allow 
the children a place to play and for families 
to feel they have more than just a house.”

Housing is only open to those who go 
through an application process and meet 
rigid standards and requirements. 

Project Director Dina Rodriguez handles 
applicants. “We have many people who 
apply. As a matter of fact, right now we 
aren’t even accepting any more applications 
because we have a two-year waiting list for 
units.” 

The subsidized housing available at Los 
Olivos is designed to meet the needs of low- 
income residents, senior citizens and low- 
income female-head-of-household families. 

For those who are accepted, rents are 
computed at 30 percent of total income and 
the tenants pay the electricity and telephone 
bills, everything else is picked up by the 
project. 

Szabo said rents are adjusted when 
necessary to allow for fluctuation of income. 
Many residents were hired to help with the 
remodeling and were paid union scale. This 
meant incomes increased as did rents but 
no one left the projects because of it. 

“They realize this is good place to be. If 
they are working and making good money, 
then are laid off, they know they aren’t going 
to be thrown out in the street because we 
adjust the rent,” Szabo said. 

Not everyone that qualifies is accepted, 
Rodriquez said. ‘We want a peaceful family- 
style community, people that want 
something nice for their families.” Through 
the screening process, potential problems 
are weeded out, she said. 

Although Los Olivos has had its 
problems, Rodriguez and Szabo say things 
have changed. “Right now, we have a really 


fine group of people who are interested in 
their homes and their community. It makes a 
difference when you have people who care,” 
Szabo said. 

“We are just like everywhere else; there 
are all kinds of people here and they are all 
good neighbors,” Rodriguez said. 

So 

Many of the Los Olivos tenants have 
lived in the development for years. One 
resident, Josephine Rodriguez, dates back 
25 years. Newer residents also have settled 
down in Los Olivos homes. 

Frances Barela, her husband, Luis, and 
her two sons Luis, 2, and Ismael, 6 weeks 
old, are enjoying the new look their home 
has. 

“We've lived here almost two years,” 
Barela said, ‘‘and it’s been very 
comfortable.”

Barela said they haven’t had any 
problems and the work that has been done 
on the home has made it even more pleasant os 
of a place to live. : 
“We have very good neighbors — they 
always are willing to help out,” Barela said. 
According to Barela, the people in the 
project offices are very responsive to any 
problems that arise. “I love living here,” she 
said. 
Mary Anders has lived at Los Olivos for Rs 
eight years and spends a lot of her time with 
children in the project, overseeing the 
playground area in an informal basis. 
“t love children and | love playing games, 
so | come out here as often as | can,” she 
said. 
Anders’ father lived with her until a few 
months ago when he was hospitalized. He 
had been Los Olivos oldest resident at 101. 
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He goes by the name of ‘Smoky’

Nowadays, Gilmore is known as 
Smoky. “I like the nickname,” he said 
as he sat outside his Upland home. 
“The volunteers nicknamed me.” 


Forty years ago, an Upland 
firefighting legend started. 
Lloyd Gilmore took a job as a fire

The 24 volunteers, whom Gilmore 
called an elite, cliquish group, did the 
actual firefighting while the paid fire 
engineers tended the engines, 
keeping up the water flow. 

The name came one day while he 
and the fire chief were in the chief’s 
pickup truck, witha small water tank, 
and heard a radio call about a 
structure fire. 

“We was within two or three 
blocks” of the fire, so they were the 
first ones there. 

The chief ‘grabbed the booster 
hose, and | hit the front door. That 
house was full of smoke, so | went 
down on my knees where | could 
breathe.” Back then, firefighters didn’t 
have oxygen tanks. 

“1 heard crying, so | felt my way 
around and found a hallway to the 
right. | crawled back through, and 
there was the little fellow — he was 3 
— under the bed. 

“And the bed was burning, and the 
drapes were burning .... So | grabbed 
him and crawled out with him.” 

He handed the boy to his mother as 
the volunteers arrived. “It wasn’t long 
until it was out,” he said. 

“The fire chief asked me, how did 
you eat that much smoke?,” he said. 
“1 could stand more smoke than any 
of ’em.” 

He’s been Smoky ever since. “Even 
the kids call me Smoky.” 

He doesn’t consider what he did 
exceptional for firefighters of the day. 
“The firemen was so dedicated, 
they’d’ve went right through flames if 
there was somebody in the house,” he 
said. 

Gilmore, now 76, was Upland’s 
acting fire chief when he retired in 


“I stop in maybe once a year. . 
less | know, the better off | am. 

‘Sometimes when | go to the post 
office, | stop by (the main fire Station) 
and tell ’em what bums they are, 
sitting on their butts while I’m paying 
my tax dollars, just joking them,” he 
said. 

But some people think firefighters 
are lazy if they see them sitting down 
in the station, Gilmore said. “The 
taxpayer doesn’t realize ... that same 
‘pum’ 5 minutes later could be dead. 

“Or their house could be burning, 


" and the same ‘bum’ comes out with 


his wife and children,” he said. 
“That’d give ’em a different attitude.” 

During one visit he asked 
firefighters to raise him on their 100- 
foot aerial platform, ‘‘but they 
wouldn’t,” he said with a laugh. 

‘| wish we’d’ve had something like 
that,’ when he was a firefighter, he 
said. ‘‘I’d’ve been the first monkey to 
top that thing.” 

Firefighting was not his goal when 
he left his home in St. Joseph, Mo., for 
Upland in October 1932. 

“Did you ever wade through snow 
over your head and (temperatures of) 
25 degrees below zero? Well, | did, 
and | got tired of it,”’ he said. 

He came west when he heard of the 
mild winters in the Upland area. 

“It was sleeting rain when | left 
Topeka (Kan.), and when | left the train 
in San Bernardino, | like to have burnt 
up,” he said. 

“‘! told my dad | was leaving on a 30- 
day vacation, which he believed,” he 
said. “It was 28 years before | come 
back. He said, ‘Boy, that was some 30- 
day vacation.’” 

When he arrived, Upland was ‘‘a

Its wailing causes small 
children and other softies to stop and stare at 
Adlon. 

“There is only one thing to do with Shannon 
howling and making the kids and passers-by think | 
bite dogs or something,” he said. He hurried into 
the Roller Coaster Cafe. He bought a paper cup of 
orange juice, fresh squeezed. 

Adlon set the juice in front of Shannon. The dog 
sniffed it. 

And then tongued it up. 

Rather sloppily. 

And with sound effects, rather like a dishrag 
being wrung. 

Shannon, now sated, rose. He was willing to 
wander on. 

“! used to play piano for Ted Weems, Elmo 
Tanner,” Adlon said. ‘I thought | had seen it all. 
Then | met Shannon.” 

Dog and man, they walked on, part of what 
happens during these summer days at Mission 
Beach. 

This is not mercantile San Diego, not the 
military, not Silicon South. 

Mission Beach is where every day is weekend. It 
is where the sand is decorated with last night’s 
kelp, now steaming in the midday sun, and last 
night's Molson Ale bottles and Coke paper cups 
and orange peels and a Marlboro pack with one 
cigarette inside. This is where the men often have 
more facial hair than clothes.

He raises his arms, a salute to the summer sun. 
““Summer’s best at the beach,” he said. ‘‘Of course, 
the waves are higher and the wind thumps in 
winter.

Packers carry world on their back

With summer nearly over, people 
are packing away their beach gear, 
water skiing equipment and picnic 
paraphernalia to wait out the winter 
weather — but not backpackers. 
They’re gearing up for fall trips and 
winter cross-country skiing. 

Backpacking is a year-round sport, 
according to Jim Brown, owner of 
Mountain High Recreation in Rancho 
Cucamonga. At his store he offers 
advice as well as equipment. 

“We aren’t out just to sell our 
merchandise to a customer; we try to 
fit their needs,” he said. 


“Backpacking is carrying your 
means to survival, in the manner of 
which you choose, on your back. 
Some people carry the minimum in 
equipment; some carry their house on 
their back,” Brown said. 

“Symbolically, backpacking is a re- 


enactment of an earlier time with the 
pioneers. There still exists some 
mystique about the wilderness to 
most people. Putting yourself closer 
to this is what backpacking is to most 
people, although they may not realize 
it,” he said. 

An Upland resident, Brown has seen 
backpacking rise and fall — and begin 
to rise again — in popularity. “There 
was a surge of growth in the late ’60s- 
early ‘70s, and with the return to 
nature in the hippie movement. 


“The mid-70s saw a reduction of 
about 10 percent per year. While car 
camping is declining, backpacking 
seems to be going up slowly,” he said. 

Brown said he sees a lot of 
professionals, including doctors, 
lawyers and bankers, becoming active 
backpackers. “It’s a way to get away 
from people, a pressure-release 
valve,” he said. 

He said runners are finding 


backpacking is good training for 
running and, of course, vice versa. 
“Even though you have additional 
weight, your joints don’t absorb the 2 
kind of shock you give them running, 
he noted. 

A lot of husbands and wives are 
backpacking together, making it a 
family activity, with kids picking it up 
along the way, according to Brown. 
“Start the kids off small, with little 
things like cookies or jackets, hats 
and gloves. It builds self-sufficiency; 
that should be the goal.” 


Women whose husbands for some 
reason don’t want to go backpacking 
are getting together in groups for trips 
to pursue their interest. “In reality, it’s 
(backpacking) safer than driving on 
the freeway,” Brown said. 

“Retired couples are getting into 
backpacking. The large camping 
population has made it necessary for 
rangers to control the number of 


campers on weekends. Retired 
couples can go out on weekdays, not 
just weekends. You see a lot of them 
in the fall,” Brown said. 

He’d like to see a backpacking, 
rock-climbing, cross-country skiing 
interest club form. ‘‘We couldn’t 
sponsor it for insurance reasons, but 
\’d love to be able to provide a room 
for the club to meet in,” he said. 

He said weather is nice in fall, late 
spring and early summer, but 
backpacking in California is a year- 
round sport. ‘‘In California it’s not so 
bitter cold in winter, So you can 
backpack with proper equipment. 

“Southern California is very 
forgiving, weather-wise. You could 
backpack nude, although | don’t 
recommend it. Not that | oppose it 
morally, | think it’s selfish to backpack 
in the nude and maybe offend 
someone else.” 

Brown’s store offers classes to

WWII pilot to relive 


his past at reunion 


At age 20 during World War II, Joseph X. 
Brennan was piloting a B-17 on bombing missions 
over Germany — 25 in all. 

Forty years later, Brennan, now an Upland 
resident, will be able to relive those adventurous — 
but perilous — experiences at a reunion of wartime 
friends Oct. 14-16 in Dallas. 

He will join hundreds of other former 
servicemen at the fifth biennial reunion of the 94th 
Bomber Group Memorial Association at the North 
Park Inn in Dallas. 

The 94th was one of many Eighth Air Corps 
bomber groups located in southern England flying 
missions over Germany and German-occupied 
territory in 1943-45. 

He was pilot of a 12-man crew in the B-17 Flying 
Fortress. 

Now gray-haired and soft-spoken, Brennan 
remembers getting up at 3 a.m., going through a 
briefing and being in the air about 6 a.m. 

“We'd return after sunset. But the days were 
short,” he said. “At that time, we only had to 
complete 25 missions because losses were so 
high. Casualties were 4 percent per mission in 
1943. They later improved.” 

Brennan was based in Bury St. Edmund, 60 
miles north of London. 

Before being sent to England, he said, he 
trained from February to May at U.S. air bases. 

He said his “most scary and most exciting 
mission” was one flown Oct. 14, 1943. The target 
was a ballbearing plant in Schweinfurt. 

“Just before coming to the target we were 
disabled, returned at a low level and just made it to 
the channel where we ditched, successfully,” 
Brennan said. 

“Some crewmen were slightly wounded. But we 
lost no one. 

“It was pleasant in the water. Air/sea rescue was 
alerted and we ditched between two boats. We 
were in rafts and we never got wet. It’s true. | never 
got my feet wet.”

No account of early days in the local area 
should overlook our hospital. Much of its origin 
must be credited to Dr. William H. Craig who moved 
to North Ontario, with his family, in 1895. He 
worked the hard way, from Chino to Etiwanda, by 
horse and buggy, treating the sick and handling 
every sort of birth or medical problem. 

In 1907, enough local contributions were aware 
of the need, so that the San Antonio Hospital was 
established. This was one year after Upland was 
incorporated as a city. A community stock sale 
raised funds and the hospital was built at the 
southeast corner of 10th Street (now Arrow 
Highway) and San Antonio Avenue. 

it was built of local stone and mortar and still 
looks about as good as ever. There were five 
physicians on the staff. The superintendent of 
nurses managed the hospital and the San Antonio 

Hospital School of Nursing. But, by 1920, the 
community had grown to a point where the facility 
was overflowing. 

Again, Dr. Craig went to work on ideas for anew 
and better hospital. A friend and patient, Mrs. 
James L. Paul, the widow of a local banker, donated 
$75,000 toward the project. Her gift, a memorial to 
her husband, was soon augmented by other 
donations.

Device aids twin 
cases of asthma 


Identical twins Keith and Kevin Vines of 
Pomona share everything — including severe 
attacks of asthma. 

The 10-year-old boys have been spared severe 
attacks this summer and were able to enjoy an 
active summer camp program at Cal Poly Pomona 
in July. 

But in the past — especially during the winter 
— the youngsters have suffered serious breathing 
problems. Both have required emergency medical 
treatment and hospitalization a number of times. 

Part of the reason they have been healthier in 
the past six months, said their parents, is because 
they now have relief at their fingertips. The 
American Lung Association has loaned them a 
pulmo aide machine that nebulizes asthma 
medication so it can be inhaled easily and quickly. 

The twin sons of Ernest and Myra Vines were 
born slightly premature at St. Francis Hospital in 
Lynwood. When they were 3 years old, each 
youngster developed a cough and runny nose that 
just wouldn’t go away. 

After numerous visits to the doctor, the twins 
were diagnosed as having asthma. 

During the past seven years, the boys have 
learned to live with the disease that makes them 
feel ‘different’ from other children. 

While their older brother, Kenneth, 16, has mild 
asthma, he was active in Little League. This is an 
activity denied the twins. 

“| feel sad and angry that | have asthma,” said 
Keith, who has been to the hospital for emergency 
threatment more than 30 times. ‘“‘All my friends get 
to run and play, but | have to sit quietly and play tic- 
tac-toe.” 

Kevin added: “If we don’t rest and take our 
medication, we start coughing. It’s very hard to 
breathe.” 

However, the boys have been more active and 
happier in the past six months. Their father credits 
warmer weather and the relief that is now readily 
available, thanks to the American Lung Association 
of Los Angeles County which provided the pulmo 
aide machine. 

“This is the same machine the boys used when 
they were hospitalized,’’ noted their father. “The 
association has loaned it to us as long as 
necessary and has also offered to provide us with 
what else we might need.”’ 

Mrs. Vines said she saw a television spot about 
“Superstuff.” an asthma game and learning kit. 

“So | called the Lung Association and then 
found out about the respiratory equipment loan 
program, which was perfect timing for me. | knew 
the boys needed the machine,” stated Mrs. Vines. 

“it was an unexpected savings to get the 
machine free.” 

Now when one of the twins has an asthma 


attack — which is usually at night — the other sets 


up the machine. 
Vines said the attacks occur as often as two or 
three times a week during the winter.

Hospital were drawn up. Fourteen and one half 
acres were purchased on east San Bernardino 
Road.

| was not impressed by the location. It was a 
vast area of not much. There was dry soil, lots of 
weeds and dry grass and a row of scrawny pepper 
trees along San Bernardino Road. As usual, rocks 
were everywhere. But, the seriousness of the affair 
saved the day for me. | am much impressed by what 
is there today. 

The first buildings were dedicated on July 30, 
1924 and 12 patients were moved in from the old 
facility on Aug. 1. During the first five months, 
patients paid $5.09 per day, but costs averaged 
$8.96 per day. After rate adjustments, the hospital

operated at a loss for the next 10 years. Changes in 
rates had to be made. 

Today, a semi-private room costs somewhat 
over $300 per day. What else has not gone up in 
cost? As the sign in front of Upland Lumber Co. 
recently read, “In spite of the high cost of living, it 
is still popular.” | agree. 

In 1931, Dr. Aloysius Angelo Aita came to the 
hospital to head up the laboratory and X-ray 
departments and by December of that year, he 
became hospital manager and later administrator. 
Due to his efforts, our hospital advanced 
dramatically and his expertise aided other facilities 
nationally. After 32 years here, he passed away in 
1963 and his assistant, Dr. John Towers, continues 
his good work. The facility now has 312 beds 
available. 

The old building on San Antonio Avenue has 
gone through a number of changes. Some 
oldtimers recall it as having been used as a resort 
by one religious group, for a while. 

In 1920, Upland’s Brethren in Christ Church 
opened Beulah College, for young people of the 
church in their building at 611 N. Third Ave. In the 
1940s, the church acquired the old hospital 
property and Beulah College was moved there. 

In about 1950, the college was reorganized and 
became Upland College. It was no longer under the 
control of the local church, but was church related. 
Meanwhile, a number of buildings were moved from 
Camp Hahn, a closed military facility near 
Riverside. They were placed on a plot on the west 
side of San Antonio Avenue, to serve a classrooms, . 
chapel, gym and dining hall. 

Upland College closed its doors in 1964 and the 
property was sold to the Salvation Army. Later, it 
was purchased by Astara, a worldwide religious and 
educational organization.

John Arnold may be a quiet man during the 
week, but at 7 o’clock every Saturday night he’s 
ready to do some shouting.

“John’s probably the best ringman in Southern 
California,” he said. ‘‘He’s a real showman and he 
gets the crowd excited. There’s action all the time.” 

The audience seems to agree. 

“! love this,” says Richard Smith. “Watching it 
is about as much entertainment as buying 
something. This ts good Saturday night 
entertainment. There’s a lot of jokes.” 

Of course, there’s a serious side to the 
proceedings. Fritz and Arnold are out to sell and 
customers are out to buy at the best possible price. 

“A grinder for 25 bucks?” an incredulous Fritz 
asked his audience. He looks around for more bids. 
Seeing none, he announced, “‘Sold for $25!” 

A good portion of what the two auctioneers buy 
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night at the R.C. auction - 


is called “distressed merchandise” — merchandise 
that for one reason or another cannot be sold in 
stores. 

It comes in by the boxful almost every day: “A 
majority of what we sell are items that we ourselves 
buy from major department store chains — and | 
mean major stores,” Fritz said. 

“They call us and we buy all the returns, display 
models, samples and damaged merchandise and 
we bring it here.” 

One of his newest acquisitions is a pallet of 
park benches made in Taiwan. 

“They’re brand new,” Fritz said. ‘But the 
cartons were made of rice paper and mice ate it ...

Wacky cartoons are nothing new 
for Campbell — he’s been doing 
them for years. 


“ve been drawing ever since | 
was alittle kid in kindergarten,” he 
said. “One of my drawings was 
sent to the (lowa) state fair and it 
won first prize. That kind of got me 


going.” 


Moving to the West Valley, he 
attended art classes at Chaffey 
College. It was there, Campbell 
said, that he “learned the ropes” of 
the cartooning business. 


His drawings ususally depict 
rather ordinary people or animals in 
unusually goofy situations. 

“’m just having fun, that’s all | 
try to do,’ Campbell said. 


On the advice of his teachers at 
Chaffey, he began sending out his 
drawings 10 years ago. 

Luckily, his idea of having fun 
attracted the interest of magazine 
editors around the country. 

“| had some pretty good luck 
right off the bat,” Campbell said. 
“That got me hooked.” 

Since then, Campbell’s drawings 
have been used in everything from 
horse magazines to Volkswagen 
hobbyist publications. 

The ideas flow from his pen while 
he’s watching television, listening 
to music or during his off-hours 
from fire duty. 

“It kind of relaxes me,” he said. 
“It takes all the steam out, all the 
frustrations ...”’ 

Sometimes he takes pot shots at 
politicians; sometimes he uses a 
magazine’s “letters to the editor” 
column to satirize current issues. 


Cartoonist's aflame with wacky ideas 


But there have been some 
disappointments. 

“Sometimes you think you’ve got 
a really great idea and it just comes 
back (from an editor) and you say, 
‘what’s wrong?’ 


“They’ve sent back some of the 
greatest ideas I’ve had.” 


Sometimes the ideas pop out 
without much provocation, he said. 
Sometimes it takes hours. Some 
ideas are even trashed. 


“The only thing that makes me 
mad is when | flub a drawing,” he 
said. : 


Turning out 10 to 15 drawings a 
month, Campbell depends on those 
around him to occasionally serve as 
models. No one seems to mind, he 
says: Some of his subjects even 
provide constructive criticism. 

Much of his work is watched over 
by his wife Terri, whom he calls his 
biggest critic. 

Even the guys around the station 
have taken a liking to his cartoons 
— a factor that led to his work on 
the hydrant program. 

Since spring, Campbell’s 
drawings of fire hydrants have 
popped up in newspapers and on 
posters. 

“It’s kind of good on yourego to 
see your work around town,” 
Campbell said. ‘Friends see it and 
say it looks good.” 

Although firefighting and 
carpentry absorb much of his time, 
Campbell holds out hope of 
someday producing a daily comic 
strip on the order of Walt Kelly’s 
“Pogo.” 

“Vd like my strip to be political,” 
he said. “| want to zing the big guys 
in politics.” O

protest,” Barbara Dickstein of the Smithsonian 
Institution says.
